The|Resources and Business of Canbda. 

The following paper upon the resources of Ca- 
nadajis from the pen of George Angustus Sala, 
an English author, and a contribator to ‘ Temple 
Bar,)’ ‘' All the Year Rownd,” and other periodi- 
cals, jand who has recently been travelling in 
the Bastern Provinces :— 1 


Bafore referring particularly to the Tariff of 
Canada, I desire to furnish a few facts which go 
to shiow the extent of the public and private re- 
sourdes of this conntry. I may say at the ‘out- 
set that Canada contains about three. hundred 
and gixty thongand square miles of territory ;

Capada 
now jpossesses over two thousand miles of 'rail- 
road; traversing the country in all directions, 
and adding immensely to the value of water com- 
munication and private property. These ‘rail- 
way cost One hundred millions of dollars, One 
bridge alone cost twelve millions. Canada has 
four thousand miles of telegraph lines, which 
trangmit three quarters of a million of messages 
every year. _ Canada has two hundred and | fifty 
mileg of canal, which cost sixteen millions of dol- 
lars,/the last year carried over three million} tons 
of freight, from which the Provincial Goyern- 
meng received tolls amounting to nearly (four 
hundred thousand dellars, The rivers of Canada 
are numbered by thousands ; three of them, with 
theig tributaries, alone drain one handred} and 
fifty thousand square miles of land, Five or six 
Canddian lakes cover eighty-four thousand square 
mileg of surface. The mail routes of Canada em- 
brace fifteen thousand miles of waggon-rpads.

The iron deposits 
of [jake Superior country are believed to be in- 
exhqastible. The gold diggings of the @heu- 
dieré and Gilbert rivers in the Eastern Townships 
hav¢ turned out well within the last two years.
